and the result reported to the Viceroy, 
LE. at once issued orders to have the Captain 
and his twenty-seven men summarily decapit- 
ated and their heads displayed in the villages 
which had been plundered by them. This 
prompt action of Vicersy Tsén has done more 
to popularise I.E. with the'people of Kwangsi 
than a dozen victories over the rebels.—A 
Wuchow dispatch reports that the region near 
the: seacoast, belonging to Kwungsi province, 
and bordering Kwangtung province, is now 
-well filled with bands of malcontents, who have 
hitherto kept rather quiet for some time’; but it 
has since transpired that this quiet was really 
dite to the rebels waiting for their arms and 
ammunition which they had been expecting 
from “over seas” (?

OOR RETIRING HARBOUR 
MASTER, 

é ——— « 

With the departure of the Honourable 
Commander Robert Murray Rumsey, kx. 
(retd.), who, we are informed, retires from the 
service of the Colonial Government ‘and 
leaves Hongkong for England’ at’ the 
end of next week, an important link’ in 
the history -of our successful shipping 
administration will be severed, Nearly 
twenty years have elapsed since he left the 
dreaded Gold Coast of Africa and reported 
his arrival in the Colony to assume the 
duties of assistant harbour master, in suc- 
cession to Capt. Mackwen, who resigned’ 
Three years later, 
in May, 1888, on the retirement -of Capt, 
Thomsett, Capt. Runisey took entire charge 
of the department and has officiated in that 
capacity down to the. present time, ‘There: 
are not many among us who can adequately 
realise the tremendous changes which have 
taken place in the shipping of the port 
during the tenure of his office,. 
nor form an adequate idea’ of the multi- 
farious dutics necessary for a’ thorough 
control of the depariment. Turning to 
his first. annual report, dealing with the 
year 1888, we find, for instance, that the'total 
trade of Hongkong for the twelve months 
Was represented by 63,967. vessels, . measur- 
ing 12,996,396' tons, or was an advance of 
174 vessels and 357,702 tons, on the average 
for the previous three years, as compared with 
no less than 99,449 vessels with a. total ton- 
nage of 21,333,566 tons in rgo2, Wuring the 


‘first year of his duties as harbour master the, 


vast amount of trade was -apportioned as 
follows :—British 5,121 vessels, representing 
6,474,343 ons; foreign, 2,460 vessels of 
2,5321334 tons; junks in™ foreign trade, 


47576, representing 3,703,707 tons; and 


junks 
tons, 


_in local trade,. 
Comparing 


8,813, of 286,012 
‘these figures with his 
last annual report we find that, in 
1902, British ships numbered 7,102 
representing 995714787 tons; foreign 51359 
of 6,704,211 + tons; while junks in 
foreign trade decreased to 36,245 ‘with a 
tonnage of 3,238,239, and junks. in Jocay 
trade rose to the large figure of 50,743, 
and 1,819,329, respectively, which, it should 
be nentioned, included 17,210 Conservancy, 
and dust boats of 637,052 tons. ‘l'his, in itself, 
is sufficient testimony to the continued growth 


‘| of Hongkong’s shipping, while in most of 


the sub-departments of the office we find 
that ‘greater effigicncy has been attained, 
which has inevitably rendered the attractive- 
ness of the port grater to the shipping trade, 
To instance one important. service in con- 
nection with the “life blood” of the Colony, 
we need only mention the Lighthouse ser- 
vice which, during Commander Rumsey’s 
administration of the Harbour. Department, 
has been made moré cflicient by the erec- 
tion of the light on Gap Rock and the acqui- 


‘sition from the Chinese, Government of the 


Waglan light. That his term of office in the 
Colony has extended over a period marking 
extraordinary progress in this Var’ Eastern 
portal of the British Empire there can be no 
disputing, and when in June last we recorded 
the news that the Imperial Service Order 
had béen conferred upon hitw-in tecognition 
of his valuable services we dwelt.at length 
upon the“ duties he had ~ rendered 
to the Colony. The record of his services 
in connection with Colonial Governments 
may not be generally known, and as he is 
now bringing his public career to a close it 
may not be out of place to give a brief 
summary. of the appointments which our, 
retiring Harbour Master has held. Entering 
the Royal Navy in September 1862, he was 
promoted’ ta a licutenanicy: in: April, 1873, 
and.served on the North American, West 
Indian, East’ Indian, Pacific, and.

“Bal-our, in the absence of Viscount Cranborne’ 
through indispositian, replied on wianst, town 
inquiry addressed to she Under Secretary for 
“Foreign Affairs, as ty whether instrictions had 
yet been sent to His Majest.'s Chargé PA fires 
in Peking concerning the cuse of the Chinese 
joumalists who are under arrest at Shans hai 
on a charge of treason, The answer was that 
“His Majesty’s representative at Peking has 
been instructed by telegraph that in the opinion 
of His Majesty’s Government the prisoners 
should not be sursendered.” This reply, we 
are told, was received withcheers in the House, 
Whether the decision was partly dictated by 
the barbarous execution of the reformer Shen 
Chien, which has only, just recently been en- 
acted in Peking, we cannotsay, butatall events, 
whatever views the other foreign Ministers take, 
or.are instructed to take, we presume that the 
decision of the British Government is final in 
the matter. Doubtless it may be sought to show: 
the Chinese that the British are not their 
friends; that, say, Russia or other Powers 
would have surrendered thes unfortunate six 
men whose extradition is demanded, and have 
thereby exhibited their regard-for the Chinese 
Government... But then the Governments of 
these countries look on political offences in 
quite a diff. rent hyht to what they are regarded 
in this country, It seem, prima’ fucée, thir 
men who have confessed that they had written 
papules whigh were unquestionably of a 
hvahly secitious nature, that they had called 
the Emperor a-peity thief, had advocated the 
dethronement of the. alien Manchu dynasty,’ 
and worst of all, had reminded their Sovereign, 
who has, of course, been.deprived of cansider- 
able postions of bis hereditary dominions, that 
the Chinese penalty for losing territory is death, 
should be handed over to their own authorities 
for punishment, They deserved punishment, 
and seve e punishment, for their offences, and 
doubtless, had the ixed Court proceeded to 
sentence, they would have received it, F'resum> 
aly indeed thay will be sentenced: by that 
Court, but their sentence will be carried out in 
the foreign settlyment at Shanghai, in'terms of 
the orginal agreement with the Taowai as the 
sutcare of the extraardinary proclamation he 
wanted to have issued at first within the settle-

get ex-Governor Wang Chih-ch'un of Kwangsi 
summarily punished for misdemeanours’ were 
unsuccessful, the ex-Governor heing well de- 


| fended by certain of his fellow provincials in 


the Capital, notably Chii Hung-chi. Grand 
Councillor and President of the Waiwupu. -A 
few days aga, however, says the MC, 22, Mews, 
anather ‘official, this time of fairly high rank, 
severely -denounced Wang Chih-ch'un, the 
principal churge being that of allowing the 
Hunan troops brought down by him to Kwangsi 
to pillage and oppress the ihabitants in- 
stead of defending them as was their duy. As 
a matter ‘of fact these Hunan troops had been 
guilty of massacring a large umber of villagers 
in six townships, and as these lroops belonged 
to the ex Governor “he alone was responsible 
for the massacres and.no one else.” This 
memorial is said to;bave made the Empress 
Dowager extremely indignant, and so she 
secratly telegraphed-an order to Viceroy ‘Tsén 
to carefully investigate into the truth ‘of the 
charges. « This HE, has done and found them 
substantiated, with the resalt that Wang Chih- 
ch'un has been ordered to be’ taken up to 
Peking for triat and punishment. This will 
probably lighten ex-Marshal Su’s punishment.

THE MANILA HEMP TRADE.

In his annual report on the trade and com- 
merce of the Consular district of Frankfort-on- 
Main, Mr. Consul-General Francis Oppenhei- 
mers writes thatthe Germans are endeavouring 
to make the Manila hemp trade independent of 
London, The German consumption of this 
article amounts to between 40,009 and 50,coo 
bales annually, and it is imported exclusively 
vid London. At present Briti bh merchants buy 
the Manila hemp, which 1s carried in British 
ships; eventually the hemp is reshipped from 
London ; because the three largest factories in 
Germany are situate near Vegesick ( remen); 
Cologne, and Mannheim, the further transport 
is effected by water, cither up the Weser or up 
the Rhine, I[t is now suggested that the hemp 
be purchased in Manila through.a German firm 
and shipped by steamers belonginy to the 
North German Lloyd or the Humbury-America 
Line to Bremen or Hamburg, from where it 
‘can be forwarded by rail. to, the inland cone 
suiners. Such an’ innvoation presupposes that 
the railway freights from “imbury or. Ueemen
